Nj. 156(9)/77 -Py. I .—'In Government oF India, Ministry 
of Agriculture and Irrigation (Department of Food) Resolu¬ 
tion No. 156(9)/74-PY. ] dated the 10th September, 1973, an 
Advisory Council was set up which was intended to be a forum 
to redact the various points of view on Food and Agricultural 
problems facing the country, and through which the Govern¬ 
ment of India could secure the advice and cooperation of 
producers, consumers, cooperatives, foodgrains trade and 
economists in the implementation of thfr Food Policy. In this 
Resolution, it was specified that the Advisory Council would 
function for a period of two years. Now that the period of 
functioning of the Advisory Council constituted on 10th Sep¬ 
tember, 1974 has expired, the Government or India have de¬ 
cided to constitute a new Advisory Council with the following 
terms of reference:— 

(1) To advise Government in formulation of food policy^ 
procurement, distribution, prices etc. 

(2) To advise Government on measures to be adopted to 
secure maximum cooperation of trade and processing 
industry in fulfilling the national objectives of food 
policy, 

(3) To discuss specific problems of implementation of 
food policy such as—* 

(a) respective roles of public and private agencies 
in maintaining price stability ; 

(b) to review measures to remove market imperfec¬ 
tions such as inter-State disparities in prices. 

(c) to suggest methods to improve efficiency of handling 
grain both to improve quality and reduce opara* 
tional costs. 

(4) To advise Government in formulation and implemen¬ 
tation of policy regarding sugar. 

(5) To advise Government on specific programmes rela¬ 
ting to plans for development of storage, marketing 
and processing industries and nutrition programmes.
